** Fill high the sparkling bowl, 
The rich repast prepare, 

Reft of his crown, he 

Yet may share the feast.” 


GfND—continning in prose—we may remark, that there are very few 
other circumstances in which the subject of our present sketch 

would not share—as aforesaid. It is not necessary for him, how- 
ever, either that he should have lost his crown, or that the repast should 
be rich, or that the bowl should be filled high—so that there be enough of 
both, and to spare for a friend and pitcher, or a pitcher and tosser, or any 
other person jolly and sensible, with noddam nonsense about him—as the 
worthy Councillor would say. 

But it is neither the sparkling bowl nor the rich repast which has given 
Mr. Midwood that redness about the gills which draws the imagination to 
game cocks. The rubyness in question is constitutional; or shall we say 
that the Councillor’s godfathers and his godmothers in his baptism made 
him blush, and that since he has grown up he has not departed from it: 
and that—in point of fact—he would see yewdam first. 

If we remark that Mr. Midwood entered the City Council somewhat late 
in life, few people—judging from the outside aspect of that gentleman— 
would agree with us. Still youthful in figure, gait, and complexion, it is 
sometimes difficult to believe that he is the sire of the group of big 
youngsters who shoulder along by his side in the Lathkill Valley, or give 
him points at billiards and cause his paths to drop sixpences, which in our 
modern psalmody are equivalent to fatness. 

As far as we can recollect, Mr. Midwood is the only member of a very 
well-known Manchester family who has ever appeared in the public life 
ofthis city. This cannot have arisen from indifference, and certainly not 
from superciliousness. Men like Mr. Wainwright Bellhouse, for instance, 
would resent the latter imputation ; their good sense and fairness would 
assuredly never permit deliberate slights to be put upon people who gave 
their time to the public in an intelligent and conscientious manner, and, 
in the aggregate, to the manifest advantage of the community. The 
absence of these names, therefore, from the municipal records of Man- 
chester, when in every other useful direction almost they were familiar as 
household words, has been, no doubt, due very much to accident. 
Accident bringing Mr. Midwood to Ardwick as a residence, the 
people thereabouts thought they would make him work; and therein 
they did a good day’s work for themselves, as their chosen representative 
makes a capital wheeler in the Town Hall team. A leader we doubt 
whether he will ever become; as, in the first place, it would be too much 
trouble, and in the next there would be a danger of his lashing out and 
getting at right angles with the other horses ; for though ostensibly quiet 
and docile, he is given to shying, and unless the ribbons be carefully 

there will ever be buck-jumping and so or. As chairman of a 
Committee, we should always keep an eye vx the chesnut—and this we 
believe is generally the case at present at the Town Hall. An unscientific 
Yankee, on being asked how you could best ascertain a given mechanical 
horse-power, answered that ‘‘ You had better tickle his heels with a straw,” 
& precept which we pass on to the chairman of the Health Committee 
With our best compliments. 

Mr. Midwood belongs to a group of gentlemen who have come into the 
Council of Jate years, of whom it may be said, that their example has 





been eminently beneficial, not only to their fellows in that assembly, but 
also to folks outside, Socially very well placed, they have cut down to 
the midriff the dictum of the snobs—viz., that the City Council was 
scarcely the arena in which a gentleman would care to disport himself,— 
& most mischievous, slothful, and even wicked evasion of that responsi- 
bility and duty which each owes to the other in so large and varied a 
community. No doubt in the City Council, as in more august assemblies, 
there are striking differences. The Council would not fairly represent its 
constituents were it otherwise ;—there is one flesh of beasts, another of 
birds, and another of very queer fishes: there are also bodies terrestrial— 
very much so—of the earth, earthy. We are sometimes told 
that in the Liverpool Council, for instance—take man for man— 
there is not so much coarse spinning—but more of the gassed 
and prepared sea-island cast of Councillor; we know that in respect of 
tailoring the Liverpool gentlemen beat their inland brethren hollow. But 
if you ask Sir Joseph Heron which lot he would prefer to work with, that 
sagacious Fordham will assert his preference for the Manchester mount; 
and considering the course that has to be run, this verdict is entitled to 
respect. Changing the metaphor—we do not want in Manchester for our 
public work Catherine wheels, or rockets, or burning and shining lights ; 
but a staid and persistent fire of breadth sufficient to stand any probable 
amount of cold water. 

Now it is just in steadiness and persistency that Mr. Midwood excels. 
He does not underrate his work, and he is always disposed to work with 
smoothness in all non-essential matters; whilst possessing concurrently 
when the time comes the invaluable faculty of being able to say ‘‘ No"’ in 
more important ones. To what extent soever the heathen may rage and 
imagine all sorts of things, Mr. Midwood is a law unto himself, and his 
heart is very much inclined to keep this law. 

A Conservative by conviction—at least we suppose so, for he has faith- 
fully promised that Mr. Houldsworth shall be returned next time for the 
city—Mr. Midwood never permits his politics to twist him out of a right 
line in municipal affairs; in return he expects—sometimes perbaps in 
vain— that the same measure in regard to politics which he metes out to 
others should be meted unto him again. : 

‘* Hope springs eternal in the human breast.’’ 

It is quite certain that Mr. Midwood likes music better than politics ; 
80, whilst Hope is springing, instead of hearing him make a party specch, 
let us listen to him joining in a good old glee with the King of Fraddance, 
Roger Ross, and Alfred, and let the bumping toast go round. For loyal as 
Mr. Midwood is to his political friends, and valuable to them as the sup- 
port of a man so influential must be, we shall always picture him in a 
situation more germane to his tastes and sensibilities when introducing in 
byegone years the Queens of Song, some of whom—dear old Titiens, for 
instance—have left us, to the Concert Hall audiences. It is, indeed, pre- 
cisely because Mr. Midwood has so much music in his soul that he is not 
fit for the treasons, stratagems, and spoils of party conflicts. And as Mr, 
J. K. Emmett, in Fritz, would say—* Ja doss zo Deutscher !”

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RECOLLECTIONS OF A PEDESTRIAN TOURIST. 
No. 4. 

(jouer. ALY is a charming spot; and the surrounding country 

comprises, probably, as fine seenery as any in the kingdom. To say 
nothing more about the Torrent Walk, the ascent of Cader Idris, 
and the road from Dolgelly to Barmouth, along the estuary of the 
Mawddach, present an unbroken succession of seenes of varied and 
exceeding loveliness and grandeur, Three of our number (including the 
writer) made the ascent of Cader Idris; the fourth, who had injured his 
foot at Llangollen, not feeling quite equal to the effort. He returned to 
the Torrent Walk, and deepened his first impression of its beauty ; while 
the “ Dauntless Three,” having blundered on the most arduous track to 
the summit of the mountain, toiled upwards ever, through mist and wildly 
careering winds, over long stretches of moorland, and deceptive swells and 
shoulders of the hills; and, finally, up the Foxes Path, so called, where 
we sank to the knees at every step, or rather at every struggle, in the 
loose, flowing rubble. On the crest we are, but the thickening mist has 
darkened all around us; and the wind will blow us over that black and 
awful gulf! Bend to it! bear to the left! and——yonder is the cairn! 
Another moment, and we enter the low doorway of the structure, and can 
rest and draw an easier breath. It has been a toil, but have we not been 
recompensed? Why, the mere thought of the achievement connts for 
something; and the sight of the clustering mountains, and the far off 
glimpses of the shining sea, have already taken their places among those 
recollections which can never be effaced. 

We lewve the shelter of the cairn, The mist still hangs around in heavy 
masses, but as we stand it suddenly rolls upon itself, as if convolved by a 
semi-horizontal whirlwind ; aud see! there are long tunnels opened in 
its volume, and down them we look in a direct line, for miles and miles to 
the southward, on green and sunlit fields, and the glitter of distant waves. 
I have once and once only seen a more wondrous mountain spectacle (and 
that, if our editor permits, will be mentioned by-and-bye), 

We descended by the Foxes Path, pausing at the bottom, to gaze up- 
ward at the sheer, black, semi-circular precipice which flanks this side of 
the crest. Its appearance is precisely that of an inner section ofa volcanic 
crater, one side of which has fallen away, At the bottom lies a grim and 
murderous-looking tarn, whose inky waters add to the savage desolation 
of the scene. 

After such a day of toil, a night of calm and sweet repose might have 
been expected, But fortune and my lacerated friend contrived it other- 
wise. He had agreed to be my bedfellow, but evidently rued his bargain, 
and resolyed to have the bed to himself. Finding, at about five a.m., after 
a somewhat tumultuous night, that I was perilously balanced upon a strip 
of sheet and mattress some three inches wide or so, and that the rest of 
the bed, including at least three-fourths of my pillow, had been annexed 
by my soi-disant friend, whose melodious nasal utterances proclaimed his 
entire satisfaction with his own arrangements, I naturally concluded that 
“ masterly inactivity ’’ would no longer serve, and that I must compel a 
‘ scientific rectification of frontier.” Swallowing an anathema I rose, 
grasped the enemy by the shoulders, and, in emphatic Lancashire speech, 
‘‘shoyed.” The intruding head slid from my pillow to its own; and, as 
it did so, the body to which it belonged was convulsed with a galvanic 
bound, and the whole man awoke, intent on reproaching me with my in- 
humanity in throwing him out of bed. 

Bathing at Dolgelly is bad to get. The best we could secure was in the 
little rapid river, which runs past the town into theestuary. A pleasant 
walk through the fields brought us to the place, and there we had several 
very enjoyable dips. The strong and rapid current carried us on its sur- 
face with almost no effort on our part. At Barmouth, again, the bathing 
is very indifferent, owing partly to the flatness of the shore, and the con- 
sequent shallowness of the water, but principally to the strong currents 
which prevail along parts of the coast. But the tourist who wants it may 
get very good swimming in the estuary, about midway between Barmouth 
and Dolgelly; and if he is so fortunate as to secure a fine and warm day 
for the walk from one town to the other, he will sound every depth of 
enjoyment. Not a word too much can be said in praise of this lovely 
estuary. But as no words can give any idea of its beanty, it is useless to 
attempt describing it. 

And here my recollections of 1873 must end. Our tour did not, indeed, 
actually terminate at Barmouth; but, when we got there, the weather 
broke in good earnest, and, in doing so, broke up our plans as well. “ The 
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good points against me when I take my holidays. I have tried all the summer 
months in succession, but, somehow or other, there generally seems to be 
an arrear of sunshine to make up before I leave, and after I return; and 
a corresponding accumulation of rain-fall to wipe off during the particular 
fortnight that Iam away. Fortunately there are in such holidays as ours, 
in 1873 and 1874, elements of happiness which are emphatically water. 
proof, The pleasant interchange of thought, the conscious sympathy of all 
with each other, the stimulating friction of dissimilar and yet harmoniong 
characters, these are matters which any amount of meteorological peryer. 
sity cannot affect. Let sun shine, or rain descend; let the wind howl, or 
the linnet warble, the friendship of congenial spirits will make the time 
pass pleasantly.

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A BROKEN WINDOW. 


AVE you ever witnessed the anger of the good shopkeeper, John 

‘lL Smith, when his careless son happened to break pane of glass? 

If you haye been present at such a scene, you will most assuredly 
bear witness to the fact, that every one of the spectators, were there even 
thirty of them, by common consent apparently, offered the unfortunate 
this invariable consolation—“ It is an ill wind that blows nobody good. 
Everybody must live, and what would become of the glaziers if panes of 
glass were never broken ?”” 

Now, this form of condolence contains an entire theory, which it will 
be well to show up in this simple case, seeing that it is precisely the same 
as that which unhappily regulates the greater part of our economical 
institutions. 

Suppose it cost six francs to repair the damage, and you say that the 
accident brings six frances to the glazier’s trade—that it encourages that 
trade to the amount of six francs—I grant it; I have not a word to say 
against it; you reason justly. The glazier comes, performs his task, 
receives his six francs, rubs his hands, and, in his heart, blesses the care- 
less child. All this is that which is seen. 

But if, on the other hand, you come to the conclusion, as is too often 
the case, that it is a good thing to break windows, that it causes money 
to circulate, and that the encouragement of industry in general will be the 
result of it, you will oblige me to call out, “Stop there! your theory is 
confined to that which is seen; it takes no account of that which is not 
seen.” 

It is not seen that as our shopkeeper has spent six francs upon one 
thing, he cannot spend them upon another, It is not seen that if he had 
not had a window to replace, he would, perhaps, have replaced his old 
shoes, or added another book to his library. In short, he would have 
employed his six francs in some way which this accident has prevented. 

Let us take a view of industry in general, as affected by this circum- 
stance. The window being broken, the glazier’s trade is encouraged to 
to the amount of six francs: this is that which is seen. 

If the window had not been broken, the shoemaker’s trade (or some 
other) would have been encouraged to the amount of six francs: this is 
that which is not seen. 

And if that which is not seen is taken into consideration, because it is a 
negative fact, as well as that which is seen, because it is a positive fact, it 
will be understood that neither industry in general, nor the sum total of 
national labour, is affected, whether windows are broken or not. 

Now let us consider John Smith himself. In the former supposition, 
that of the window being broken, he spends six francs, and has neither 
more nor less than he had before, the enjoyment of a window. 

In the second, where we suppose the window not to have been broken, 
he would have spent six francs in shoes, and would have had at the 
same time the enjoyment of a pair of shoes and of a window. 

Now, as John Smith forms a part of society, we must come to the con- 
clusion that, taking it altogether, and making an estimate of its enjoy- 
ment and its labours, it has lost the value of the broken window. 

Whence we arrive at this unexpected conclusion: ‘ Society loses the 
value of things which are uselessly destroyed;” and we must assent to a 
maxim which will make the hair of protectionists stand on end—To break, 
to spoil, to waste, is not to encourage national labour; or, more briefly, 
“ destruction is not profit.” 

The reader must take care to remember that there are not two persons 
only, but three, concerned in the little scene which I have submitted to 
his attention. One of them, John Smith, represents the consumer, 
reduced, by an act of destruction, to one enjoyment instead of two, 
Another, under the title of the glazier, shows us the producer, whose trade 
is encouraged by the accident. The third is the shoemaker (or some other 
tradesman), whose labour suffers proportionably by the same cause. It is 
this third person who is always kept in the shade, and who, personating 
that which is not seen, is a necessary element of the problem. It is he 
Who shows us how absurd it is to think we see a profit in an act of 
destruction. It is he who will soon teach us that it is not less absurd to 
see a profit in a restriction, which is, after all, nothing less than a partial 
destruction. Therefore, if you will only go to the root of all the argu- 
ments which are adduced in its favour, all you will find will be the para- 
phrase of this vulgar saying—What would become of the glazier, if nobody 
ever broke windows ?—Freperick Bastiat, French Economist.

Bennars the most popular resort in Manchester is Belle Vue. It has 
i1Y more attractions than any other place of amusement round about 

Manchester. It is best suited for all classes and for all ages—shady 
walks amongst well laid out flower beds, and “ trips” on the lakes for the 
quiet and sedate ; music and dancing for the gay and young; then the 
animals and birds, which, of course, never fail to attract the people ; 
the well-filled refreshment-rvoms, which are, as usual, well patronised ; 
last, though by no means least, the fireworks, which go up about dusk— 
this year they are called “ Kyber Pass,” and we never remember secing 
them better than they are this season.

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DEATH OF THE PRINCE IMPERIAL. 


(A HE cad nows of the death of the Prince Imperial has cast a deep gloom 
q over the remaining years of the distinguised lady who claimed the 

Prince as son. There remains still a lingering feeling of awe at the 
sound of the name of Napoleon, and though the young Prince might 
possibly have lived out an uneventful life, yet such was not the desire or 
hope of his party. The great Napoleon may fitly be said to have been 
the child of the hour, that hour being the time when barbaric royalty 
and effete oligarchy had drained the last drop of human patience. 
The conduct of the French people during the time of the great revolution 
may be compared to that of a family of boys who have been all their lives 
chaffed by the most galling of all restraints, but when liberated from con- 
trol rush into excesses of the most extraordinary character. From those 
excesses the iron will and the great military genius of the great Napoleon 
drew back the French people, forging the while a yoke far more galling 
than the Bourbon one from which they had recently escaped. True, the 
French lived in a blaze of glory ; pride and vanity becoming the marrow 
of their souls, but the fact remains that, in their relation to the Crown, 
the French people, under the first Napoleon, were far more abject and 
helpless than under the Bourbons. Though men love liberty, the 
magic of the great name of Bonaparte remains, and consequently 
the question which now stands uppermost in the public mind is— 
What political effect will the Prince Imperial’s death have upon the 
public life of France? Despite the sorrow which every man of right 
feeling will have, regarding the manner and age at which the 
Prince Imperial ceased to live, the fear of far more tragic events following 
in his wake, had he lived, will compel us to mourn with an untimely bereft 
mother, and rejoice with Republican France. It must be observed that 
he has not died by the hand of an assassin. He went out to a foreign 
land to make war against a strange people to him and his, and he has 
paid the penalty of those who live by war. Sir Henry Havelock, by his 
question to the Ministers, appears to think that the Brigadier in command 
of the column to which the Prince was attached is in fault for allowing 
him to join a reconnoitering party. In this view probably most people 
will concur, especially as regards such expeditions among savage people, 
but in justice to the officer in command, we must say that an irrepressible 
young man of the Prince’s rank could hardly be refused permission to 
take part in some of those hair-breadth expeditions, and such appears to 
have been the case when he met his untimely death. The Bonapartist 
faction would do wisely to bury their dreams of power with the ashes of 
the Prince now coming to England. Had his ambition been to study the 
varied systems of civilised Governments, to see in what they excelled, the 
deceased Prince would have carried far more regrets to the grave than he 
row does, but his student life has been only that of a soldier, a profession 
too often in the service of ambition, and seldom in the service of 
freedom. A Bonapartist riot is announced from Paris, such a one as 
could any time be got up in Paris for five francs, when under a Republican 
Government. And this is no mean mattcr neither, for the fact testifies 
to the firmness and leniency of the Republican party when in power. As 
to the real feeling of the Parisians, this may be largely gathered from an 
incident in Manchester two days ago. A gentleman came from Paris here 
to buy largely in one of our warehouses. Adjourning to dine afterwards, the 
conversation turned upon the death of the Prince Imperial. The buyer shrug- 
ged hisshoulders, and said, ‘‘ Your English papers do tell me he is dead, 
and you but say I am sorry. I am afraid they will contradict the story 
inaday or two, and then I should be sorry.” Of course we know that 
the English papers are probably more reliable than those of any nation 
under heaven, and that there can be no doubt of the truth of the story of 
the Prince Napoleon’s death, so that the Frenchman’s words show the 
state of apprehension which his life had begun to foster in the mind of 
France. If Napoleonism is now ever to revive, the heir to that name 
mnst assume another réle to that of military adventurer. By the arts of 
the lawgiver, and by acquiring celebrity in the study of commercial 
systems, the future leader of the Imperial family may retrieve the lost 
fortunes of his race, but it is sincerely to be hoped that no leader impelled 
nf the single desire to avenge Sedan, will ever ascend the throne of 

rance. r

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THE CLARENDON CLUB. 


AD times are telling in all directions. Even the subscriptions at 
Mudie’s Library are beginning to fall off. The latest evidence of 
the poverty of the times, or possibly of tho mis-management of 

the committee, is furnished by a “whip” of £10 at the Clarendon Club 
at the bottom of Mosley-street. Last year there was a “whip” of £3, 
and as the subscription is £7 per annum the Club must be rather au 
expensive luxury for the elderly gentlemen who frequent it. Taking the 
two years together each member must have paid £13, 10s. per annum, 
which is much more than is paid at the Reform or the Carlton in 
London. We stated some months ago that the Junior Conservative, 
now called the Carlton, in St. James's Square, had made a “whip,” and 
it is said the money comes slowly out of the pockets of the members, 
The senior Conservative Club in Cross Street is also losing money, 80 
a “whip” may be expected at the end of the year at that establishment. 
Under such circumstances, the committee of the Reform Club in King 
Street may congratulate themselves on their entire freedom from debt of 
any kind, and on the fact that they have a pretty large sum to their credit 
at the banker’s. With money saved the Reform Club Committee are 
gradually buying the freehold of the club, and they are doing this at the 
small subscription of £3.3s. perannum. The membership of the Clarendon 
bas sunk so low as 230 members, owing to the usual vicissitudes of club 
life, which embrace blackballing, deaths, removals, and bankruptcies, of 
which it is said that, unhappily, the Clarendon has had more than its 
proper share. We understand that the committee has beon entirely 
changed, and we hope we may be allowed to express the opinion that it 
will be a marked improvement on the last.

THE IRISH UNIVERSITY BILL.

'T HE O'Conor Don's Bill was talked out of the Commons on Wednesday 
¢ » night, after a promise being made by the Government that they

opposition of the Government was well stated by the Attorney-General 
for Ireland. He claimed that the proposed university would be very 
unfairly situated in comparison with the two older universities of Ireland, 
whose students could not possibly gain prizes worth above two hundred 
pounds, whilst the prizes in the proposed university would be of the 
value of one thousand pounds. This, he contended, would enable the 
Romish hierarchy to gradually oust the older universities from the land. 
Mr. Richard took much the same view, whilst Mr. Leatham, Mr. Forster, 
and the Marquis of Hartington urged, from different standpoints, the 
desirability of rendering some further justice to Ireland, and thus keep 
her sons at home for their educational training. The Government 
promise is a sign of the times. Liberals should beware.

CENE: Tatler’s Grid. ‘ Olose this week, old fellow?” ‘ From 
Tuesday.” “ Ever been to Ireland?” “No.” ‘ Then come along 
with us, make up the half-dozen—5-30 train to Fleetwood on Tuesday 

evening—boat sails at eight.” ‘ Agreed.” 

Said half-dozen occupy a compartment to Fleetwood, and in about two 
hours are conveyed alongside the ‘ Earl of Ulster,” a roomy, spacious, 
well-appointed steamer, which immediately upon receiving our precious 
selves starts from the quay. Berths are secured, and an invitation given 
to sit down to tea. No question now of small ham, half bread, pickles 
and water, or three courses for a shilling. And here we meet Mr. Bacup 
and Mr. Waterfoot. Mr. Bacup, apologising for being in such festive 
company, declares that he has run away from it, and is determined to forget 
it (the it meaning his business), and to show his determination to carry 
out his resolution, he tells us that he has only been running his looms 
three days a week for months, and is losing fifty pounds a week. 
Bacup, however, seems jolly for a man in such circumstances, and 
after tea proposes a rubber at whist and a glass of toddy. There 
is a good smoke-room on deck, and to this we repair, and pass the 
time agreeably—some smoking, others playing cards, and all appar- 
ently enjoying a sense of freedom and good fellowship on the briny. 
To bed at twelve, with the intention of rising at four o’clock to view 
Belfast Loch. About one o’clock, suddenly wakened up by a gentleman 
in the berth below, who gives you an idea that he is practising a speech 
for the Irish Parliament that is to be. In one part of his oration he calls 
out loud enough to disturb a dozen gentlemen—*' Who is Sir Bartle Frere? 
Why should he not be recalled?” Someone said, “ Hear, hear;” others, 
“Silence!” “ Hush!” “Lie down!” ‘Goto sleep!” ‘ Sleep!” says 
our orator, ‘‘ how can you sleep when blundering incapacity is butchering 
your countrymen.” Bacup here declares in a tone of anger—‘‘ If tha 
doesn’t hold thi noise, I'll get up to tha.” The orator dons his breeches, 
and pours forth a continuous burst of eloquence. This brings all the 
gentlemen into sitting posture; Bacup jumps out of bed, rushes after the 
orator, who dodges him about the cabin and saloon, and brings to the 
rescue the steward. The orator is captured, and he there and then agrees 
to stand champagne if the steward will oblige. This he readily consents 
to do, and after two bottles; good bye to sleep. We land at Belfast about 
four, order breakfast at the ‘‘ Imperial,” saunter through the town, back 
to breakfast, and at seven o’clock find ourselves in the train for Larne. 
From Larne, along the coast to Glenarm by car ; here we propose to spend 
the afternoon and night, and proceed along the coast road by mail car at 
ten o’clock to-morrow, Thursday. 

Glenarm is a pleasant little village, the seat of the Earl of Antrim. It 
boasts of a courthouse, a lime works, a dozen shops, a good hotel, and a 
dot of a quay. 

Before dinner, we presented ourselves to the gatekeeper of Antrim 
Castle, desiring admittance to the grounds, ‘‘Gentlemen,” said the 
English porter, ‘‘ the grounds are open to the public two days a week, and 
this is not one of them.” ‘ Present this card to his lordship, with my 
compliments,” said one of our party, a tax-gatherer, though he designates 
himself an assistant-overseer on his ivory. The majority of our party 
decided that this card would insure refusal. But no, our little collector 
had known its power before. We enter, and walk for a mile-and-a-half 
among beantiful wooded grounds, returning by the castle. We are over- 
taken by a gentleman about thirty years of age, dressed in a tweed suit 
and knickerbockers, smoking a formidable pipe, which he said he preferred 
to one of the ‘* Grid’ cigars one of our party offered his earlship. ‘‘ Gentle- 
men,” said the Earl, “ which is Mr. Overseer?’’ ‘Ah, I omitted to say 
to the porter that if you and your party would like to see the vineries and 
private grounds, you are at liberty to do so.” We accepted this offer, 
and our little collector led the conversation by telling his lordship that a 
strong and growing feeling existed in England that the land of Ireland 
should belong to the people of Ireland. His lordship combatted this idea 
With great force, giving us his views of the capacity, or want of capacity, 
of the Irish tenantry, all he said leading up to the conclusion that without 
such men as he, Ireland would become a huge swill-trough. 

Thursday—Car at ten o’clock from Glenarm, along Cairn Loch, past 


Garron Tower. For twenty-two miles we drive along a good coast road, | 


constructed during the famine; the labourers were paid out of the sub- 
scriptions sent from England. A mighty piece of rock has been faced and 
made to testify to this fact, setting forth in suitable terms the sympathy

and kindness of the English to the sister isle during her terrible affliction. 
This inscription was wrought into the stone by the instructions of the 
Marchioness of Londonderry, whose name it bears. And now we skirt 
along bays and lochs, and by one o'clock arrive at Cushendall, a peaceful 
little village a short distance from the shore, embedded in luxurious trees 
and rich foliage. How bounteous has nature been to Cushendall! Sweet, 
lovely Cushendall! ‘How calm could I rest in thy bosom of shades with 
those I love best!’ We lunch and change horses, and now we post along 
over the moors, and arrive about five at Ballycastle, where we find a good 
inn, and a sumptuous dinner ready, having taking care to telegraph from 
Glenarm to this end. Ballycastle is a thriving agricultural village. It 
has a fine bay and a rocky coast, with gigantic headlands. Next morning, 
Friday, car at ten o’clock over the moors to Giant's Causeway, calling on our 
way to see the rope bridge at Carracarede. At the Causeway Hotel we re- 
ceived a smiling welcome from the buxom landlady, whose hearty good 
humour made up forthe poverty of herlarder. ‘‘ But no matter,” said she, ‘‘at 
our hotel in Portrush you'll have everything in grand style ; indeed, the season 
is hardly opened yet.” For this reason, I suppose, we were spared the 
beggars that usually frequent this resort. We were, however, encountered 
by a motly assortment of people selling spars and boxes of specimens, 
The time-honoured father at the well of fresh water at the foot of the 
Causeway hands you a glass of water and a whisky bottle, and never hag 
any change for the shilling you offer him. A description of this place, 
with its organ bay, its cradle bay, its caves and caverns, deserve a page 
itself. I should be delighted to induce some of your geological readers to 
visit and describe the wonderful bysaltic formations, extending, I am told, 
to Staffa, in Scotland. We pass three pleasant hours at the Causeway, and 
having refreshed proceed on our way to Portrush, stopping only to explore 
the well-preserved ruins of Dunluce Castle. Portrush at last, and Antrim 
Arms, and after a good tea we saunter through the dreary little place, 
and in half-an-hour had seen the whole of its wonders, including its pre- 
tence of a dock and quay, with one vessel from Yarmouth, Time passes 
slowly at Portrush, so we proceed to the public baths, a third-rate estab- 
lishment. 

Saturday—Leave Portrush, and pass through Coleraine and Ballymena; 
the latter a thriving towh with magnificent mills and manufactories; on 
to Cookstown Junétion, thence by branch line to Randlestown. At this 
village four of our party intend staying until the following Tuesday, The 
writer and Mr. Overseer must return this evening by the eight o'clock 
boat from Belfast. We have yet, however, time to walk through the estate 
of the Earl of Ulster before dinner. Leaving our friends at Randlestown 
Station, we arrived in Belfast in time for the steamer, and after a pleasant 
night’s rest, land at Fleetwood. Dreary, miserable, flat, sandy Fleetwood, 
may the two weary hours we passed waiting for the first train to Man- 
chester be the last we shall ever be compelled to spend upon thy sluggish 
shore! 

I should strongly advise your readers who love to see nature in her 
grand and lasting phases to visit old Ireland; and should they take the 
route I have faintly described, to spend more than the four days we had 
at our disposal. Linger a day and night at Cushendall, and, if possible, 
walk from Glenarm to Cushendall. Also, walk from Ballycastle to Giant’s 
Causeway, spending the night at the Causeway Hotel, instead of Portrush. 
I am afraid our English tourists shamefully neglect home scenes; twenty 
of my friends who have seen the worthless gaud and glitter of Paris, not 
one before this year had seen the Giant’s Causeway. For a season or two 
Paris can well spare the thousands our tourists lavish upon her. Though 
the capital of Ireland is always Dublin (doubling), still the dear old 
country is wretchedly short of money. Spend a few pounds with her, 
cement a true union, and let her prosperity destroy the faintest trace of 
sedition or discontent. 


A navy writes from Natal that our English papers are spelling Zulu 
names in a very ignorant manner. We suggest that Sir M. H. Beach 
should direct the regiments out there to be formed into spelling bees 
whilst the commander is making up his mind what to do. This would be 
an agreeable variation in the intervals of flogging.
